Having repudiated the coalition of 
Lloyd George for failure to satisfy 
the needs of the present order ol 
things, the vote against Lloyd George ' 
may be considered as simply a reitera-| 
tion of dissatiefaction with the coali- 
tion’s performances. The country, 
judging from the early returns, seems 
to have decided that a more progres- 
sive and adaptable government is 
scarcely possible from the conservative 
party which is generally considered 
very reactionary. 

Therefore, the only outlet the voters 
had to voice their disapproval of the 
Georgian liberals and the conserva- 
tives was to vote for the Asquithian or 
laborite candidates. 

No Vital Issues. 

The conservative government, which 
came into power under Bonar Law 
following the resignation of Lloyd 
George as premier, failed to develop 
any policies that differed sharply from 
those of the Georgian coalition. There 
were no vital issues involved in the 
campaign. Bonar Law only ew 
“tranquility.”

The city stockade building, the

Is this all the board of education 
got Jast week when it accepted coun- 
cil’s grant of the entire stockade tract 
of 100 acres as the site on which to 
locate the $750.000 senior girls’ high 
school? 

It.appeared Wednesday that this is 
really and legally the case, and the 
park board is in control of the remain- 
der of the tract, probably 93 acres. 

On October 2, this year, council 
adopted a resolution to which was at- 
tached a map of the stockade grounds, 
turning over ta the park department 
all of the property, except the prison 
building, stables and rock quarry, 
“who shall have control and supervi- 
sion of the same, the care of the golf 
links and grounds, the collection and 
reports of receipts therefrom and gen- 
erally the sanfe authority over same 
as is exercised over the other parks 
of the city.”” The park board imme- 
diately assumed control. 

Given to School Board. 

Seven months prior, on March 23, 
council passed a resolution offering 
the stockade tract, or any part of it, 
to the board of education to be used 
for educational purposes. 

Not until last week was the offer 
accepted, more than a month after 
the property had passed into the 
hands of the park board. 

Members of council, as they learned 
of the novel situation Wedneseday, 
said that te complete the turnover 
to the education board, council will 
have to repeal its resolution of Octo- 


‘Yber 2. and pass a new résolutionr-of 


gift to the education board. 

| Opponents of the stockade tract be- 
gan to prime themselves for a real 
battle. Councilman T. Frank Calla- 
way said he would fight to the last 
diteh before be would see the girls’ 
school go there. 

Protest Meeting Called. 

Another devolpment in the school 
tangle came Wednesday in the an- 
nouncemenet of a city-wide mass meet- 
ing at the Baptist Tabernacle Satur- 
fay night at 8 o'clock to protest lo- 
cating the girls’ institution on the 
prison site. Members of the bond 
commission and board of education op- 
posing the site will be invited to at- 
tend and address the meeting. 

Arrangements for the gathering and 
invitations are being sent out by J. 
A. White, of the fourth ward, and F. 
B. Florence, of the second ward. 

By an 8 to 5 vote Tuesday the bond 
commission ratified acceptance of the 
stockade tract, but the minority served 
notice of a reconsideration at the 
next meeting.

The population 
was on the alert and no casualties 
were reported. 


U. 8S. CRUISERS 
RUSHING RELIEF. 

Washington, November 15.—The 
eruisers Cleveland and Denver today 
were ordered to proceed to Huasco, 
Chile, with food, clothing and medi- 
cine for relief of the region recently 
devastated by the earthquake. Seec- 
retary of Navy Denby issued the or- 
der by direction of President Hard- 
ing. 

The Cleveland, now in the canal 
zone, is expected to be ready to sail 
within twenty-four hours and the 
Denver, now enroute to the canal 
zone, probably will be ready within 
four days. 

it is estimated that nine days will 
be consumed in reaching the Chilean} 
port. After reaching Hauseo, the 
ship will be guided by the necessities 
of the situation. 

Each vessel will have on board one 
medical officer, and an extra doctor. 
Regular navy rations for 1,000 per- 
sons for thirty days will be put 
nboard at the canal zone and in ad- 
dition relief clothing for 4,000 per- 
sons and shoes for 2,

Allies Receive Note From 
Kemalists Declaring 
Mudania Terms Will Be 
Fully Respected. 


NOTE BRINGS RELIEF 
TO ALLIED POWERS 


It Is Believed That All 
Danger of Break Before 
Lausanne Parley Is Re- 
moved. 


Constantinople, November 15.—(By 
the Associated Press.)—Any imme- 
diate danger of a rupture between 
the allies and the Kemalist authori- 
ties seems to have been dissipated to- 
day by the receipt by the allies of a 
note from the Angora government 
declaring that the terms of the Mu- 
dania compact will be respected by 
the nationalists and that there will 
be no insistence on the withdrawal of 
allied troops from the zones laid down 
in the Mudania convention. 

The note brought relief to the al- 
lied authorities and the population of 
the capital who had seriously doubted 
the good intentions of the Angora 
government. It is felt here that the 
unfavorable reception of the Kemalist 
demands caused them to adopt a more 
conciliatory attitude. 

While all the clauses of the na-. 
tionalist note are not wholly accept- 
able or pleasing to the allies, the doe- 
ument is considered to offer a reason- 
able basis for discussion and negotia- 
tion. 

In diplomatic circles it is felt that 
the nofe precludes the danger of war 
before the convocation of the Lau- 
sanné peace conference. 

The Kemalist note says: 

“The government of the great na- 
tional assembly affirms once again 
its determination to respect the stip- 
ulations of the Mudania convention, 
and, inasmuch as the allies also de- 
sire maintenance of the convention, 
the national government cosiders it 
very important that agreement should 
prevail with regard to the interpreta: 


this convention. 

“The national government takes 
inote of the declaration in the note 
addressed to Rafet Pasha by the al-. 


high commissioners will not in any 
way oppose decisions adopted by the 
Turkish government with regard to 
internal administration. While ac- 
cepting the presence of allied troops 
within the limits established by the 
Mudania convention, and while being 
willing to discuss the measures to be 
taken in order to assure the security 
of said troops, the national govern-, 
ment, seeing that it has assumed the 
(uty of insuring order and security in 
the capital, requests the cessation of 
interference in the shape of control 
by allied troops in our internal ad- 
ministration. 

“The government of the national 
assembly, into whose hands the ad- 
ministration of Constantinople has 
returned and which only carries into 


internal affairs. In these circum- 
ability to accept interference in its 
stances the national government re- 
lies on the conciliatory attitude of the 
allied powers.”

the county site of 160 counties, the 
consolidation of the vote by counties 
and the official declaration of the re- 
sult in each county in the form of 
election returns, which are executed 
in duplicate, one copy filed with the 
clerk of the superior @urt, and one 
copy, in the case of United States sen- 
ator, sent to the governor. 

The Next Step. 

“The next step in the legal process 
is the canvassing of these returns by 
the designated public officials and the 
declaration of the majority of them of 
the result of the election. This decla- 
ration of the result is the official in- 
formation conveyed to the governor 
in such form as it may be recorded in 
the executive department, and becomes 
his authority for issuing a commis- 
sion. Until this is done the vacancy 
caused in the senate by the death of 
Senator Watson will not have been 
filled by election as prescribed by law. 
Senator Felton’s commission, being to 
serve until the people fill the vacancy 
by election as prescribed by law, should 
hold until the accomplishment of an 
election strictly in conformity with all 
the provisions of the law. At the 
time of its issuance the United States 
senate was not in session, therefore, 
her credentials could not be presented, 
but these credentials can be presented 
and should be recognized by the senate 
until Senator George’s election has 
been completed and he has been com- 
missioned under the great seal of the 
state as required and when he presents 
this commission as his credentials to 
the United States senate, then Sena- 
tor Felton’s commission will expire. 
“The mere calling of an extra-ses- 
sion of congress prior to the assembling 
of the regular session in December, 
coupled with the fact that the election 
of Senator George is not yet complete, 
makes Mrs, Felton the senafr. The 
7th of November is merely the date 
on which the people went to the ballot 
boxes and voted. That was only the 
beginning of the election. _The elec- 
tion process ends with the declaration 
of the result by the canvassers and the 
issuance of a commission.

Butte Mont., “November 15.—Rad- 
ical changes in existing laws will be 
advocated by the newly elected sena-

ACUTE INDIGESTION. 

Now and then I remark casually 
that there is no such thing as a 
“cold” in the head or “taking cold.” 
This remark invariably brings numer- | 
ous letters from folks who imagine 
they have “colds” and who demand to 
know what I call it if it isn't a cold. 
Same way when I assert that there 
is no such disease entity as “rheuma- 
tism.”” The victims of that delusion 
challenge me to tell them what ails 
them if it isn’t rheumatism. If I were 
to observe here that there is no such 
condition as acute indigestion the 
same reaction would be inevitable and 
as a matter of fact here is the open- 
ing paragraph of one such letter: 

“In a recent issue you said in a 
reply to one of your correspondents 
that so-called indigestion is a camou- 
flage. What then would you call it 
when people drop dead soon after 
eating, as so many do? A friend of 
mine dropped dead shortly after eat- 
ing heavy peach dumplings; another 
ate a pounds of limberger, took a nap 
and never woke up. If this was not 
acute indigestion, what would you call 
it?’ 

How ean I or any other person not 
conversant with the circumstances 
guess what may have caused death in 
the instances cited by this correspon- 
dent? It seems to be a favorite fancy 
of the layman that a doctor can di- 
vine such things. 

“Acute indigestion” is all very 
well to give out for publication in 
cases of sudden fatal illness. Some 
explanation must be given, and a good 
practical doctor hates to announce 
that it is none of the public’s busi- 
ness, you know. So “acute indiges- 
tion” smooths the matter over. Once 
in a while a doctor gets so very prac- 
tical that he overdoes this “indiges- 
tion’’ business, forgets himself and 
writes something of the kind in the 
death certificate. But back comes the 
certificate from the health depart- 
ment, with a gentle hint to the doctor 
that there is nothing doing and will 
he kindly indicate the probable cause 
of death. 

I am sympathetically opposed to the 
practice of suggesting symptoms or 
diseases to the poor deluded laity, and 
therefore, I shall not attempt to list 
here the numerous conditions which 
afford the practical doctor an oppor- 
tunity to spring the “indigestion” 
joke. I'll say it is a long list and in- 
cludes more things than most’ people 
ever imagined one could have in his 
trunk. Without abating one jot or 
tittle from my sympathetic position I 
may add that whoever has a diagno- 
sis of “indigestion” wished on him in 
this life had better look about for a 
physician who is a little more skilful 
if not quite so practical.

| LESSON NO. 201. 
Vacuum Tube Characteristics 
Under the broad classification “vac-; 
uum tubes” is ineluded the various 
types of evacuated glass bulbs used! 
as transmitters rectifiers, amplifiers 
‘and detectors, T'ubes employed in the| 
radiation, or amplification of radio} 
waves are of the three electrode type, | 
ithe bulb containing three metallic, 
‘elements, namely, grid, filament and 
| plate. Transmitting tubes range in 
| power from those with an output of 
'a few watts and having the dimen- 
sions of a small electric light bulb, 
‘to the powerful transmitter tube. ea- 
ipable of developing 100,000 watts of 
high frequency power. 
| Ie tubes used for radiating a com- 
; paratively low amount of energy the 
|; small dimensions of the plate permit 
| but a fraction of an ampere to be con- 
|duected due to the excessive heat which 
develops if larger currents are used. 
| For transmitting tubes of 100.000 
| watts’ the plate consists of a heavy 
|copper tube and the great amount of 
heat generated may be dissipated by 
‘immersing the tube in a tank and 
subjecting the surface of the tube to 
a contract, cooling, circulation of 
water. This tube is approximately 
three feet in length with a diameter 
of three*and one-half inches at the 
base, The connecting wires are 
brought through a glass top into 
which the copper tube is sealed with 
an air-tight joint. The insulation be- 
tween the wires leading to the inter- 
nal elements is snfficient to withstand 
a potential of approximately 20,000 
volts. The development of this power- 
ful transmitting tube provides a sub- 
stitute for the expensive high fre-! 
quency alternator of great weight and | 
high speed. 

Vacuum tubes of the two electrode | 
type are in general use as rectifiers | 
for the conversion of alternating cur-| 
rent into direct current. Of the three} 
electrode types-used in the reception | 
of radio signals, the degree to which. 
the bulb is evacuated depends upon| 
the service for which it is designed. | 

Tubes employed as amplifiers are 
termed “hard tubes,” have a high de- 
gree of evacuation and are operated 
with a vomparatively high plate yvolt- 
age. It is necessary not only to ex- 
tract the air within the bulb, but, also 
to carefully remove the afr from the 
walls of the bulb and from the me- 
tallie elements which constitute the 
filament, grid and plate. 

Detector tubes, or “soft tubes” as 
they are commonly known, are not as 
highly evacuated as amplifier tubes 
| due to the fact that the presence of 
a small amount of gas renders them 
much more sensitive for use as de- 
tectors than tubes from which the 
gas has been exhausted to a greater 
degree, Helium, noon, carbon dioxide. 
nitrogen and argon are gases employed 
In certain tnbes to improve the de- 
tecting properties. Tubes with high 
v#cuum may be operated satisfactor-. 
ily in parallel whereas tubes of low 
vacuum seldom contain the same 
quantity of gas and operate poorly in 
parallel due to their different char- 
acteristics. ' | 

For increasing the emission of elec- 
trons, the tungston filament in many 
types of tubes, is coated with oxides 
such as calcium, barium or thorium. 
An oxide-coated filament, in addition 
to giving off electrons freely at a 
lower temperature than is required 
in the case of a pure metallic fifn- 
ment, also evaporates the same quant- 
ity of electrons with approximatply 
half the amount of power. For this 
reason tubes employing oxide-coated 
filaments operate very satisfactorily 
as detectors or amplifiers.

It is perfectly true that the costly 
soaps are goud in quality and mild, 
but there are ever so wany inexpen- 
sive soaps that are every bit as bene- 
ficial to the skin. A good soap gives 
a good lather, except when the water 
is particularly hard, in which case of 
course a special variety adapted to 
bard water must be used. soap 
with a delicate perfume is of course 
delightful to use, but it is not a bit 
more cleansing than one with only 
its own clean odour. <A soap that 
comes from France may tempt you to 
spend a great deal on it, but remem- 
ber you are paying for packing and 
shipping and all the other little ex- 
penses attached to an imported ar- 
tiele, If you can afford it, all right, 
if not, there are plenty of home-made 
soaps that are as good. 

By all this I do not mean to recom. 
mend cheay soaps. You must not buy 
any variety that contains too much 
caustic or soda, for this will, dry 
and harm the skin. You must never 
use strong soaps thought they do 
cleanse more quickly, simply because 
they harm the delicate tissues of the 
skin. 

Personally, I recommend curd soap 
as a good cheap soap for bathing and 
shampooing. Castile is better and on- 
ly slightly more expensive. Unscented 
oatmeal bleaches the skin, keeping it 
soft and white. ‘ar soap is inex- 
pensive and delightful as a shampoo. 
None of these cost very much. 


Olive—Soaps that are made for 
laundry purposes are too severe to 
use on the face: even the hands tbat 
are constantly immersed in soapy 
watér become impaired and only good 
treatments with creams will counter- 
act this abuse. <A fine soap costs so 
little that you should not resort to 
such soaps on the face as have caus- 
tic qualities. 

Josephine—-Sage and sulphur fs the 
most harmless stain for brown hair. 
If yours is just beginning to turn try 
treatments with a tonic and massage. 

Blue Eyes—The henna shampoo 
will give your bair the “bright spots” 
you mention. It is quite harmless 
and will not change the actual color 
of the hair.

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Dairy Farming, Poultry Rais- 
ing and Planting of Food-, 
stuff Urged at Meeting. 


Waycross, Ga., November 15—(Spe- 
cial.)—At a meeting cf the Ware 
county members of the Georgia asso- 
ciation held’ yesterday afternoon in 
the Municipal buildins. a definite pro- 
gram of diversified farming for the 
average one-horse farm was approved. 
The program will be recommended to 
the farmers of Ware county, and 
will be thoroughly tested before under- 
taken on a large scale. 

The program, as adopted by the as- 
sociation members, calls for the plac- 
ing of from three to six milk cews, 
pure bred recommended, on each farm ; 
two or three good sows, twenty to for- 
ty brood hens, ten acres in corn, vel- 
vet beans and North Carolina pea- 
nuts; five acres in oats, followed with 
pens or other hay crops; feur acres 
in millet or other feed crop; five acres 
in Spanish peanuts, or watermelons, 
or divided with tobacco; three acres 
in sweet potatoes and cane; five in 
cotton or truck, followed early with 
grain; twelve acres in permanent car- 
pet grass, Dallas grass and lespedeza. 

This program has as its dominant 
feature diversification—the idea mul- 
tiplying the farmers’ chances to make 
money, and insuring against the fail- 
ure of any one crop. The central 
item of the program is the cow, hog 
and chicken.

Independent strength 
shown by the corn market was also 
an influence that aided the upward 
swing of wheat prices. 

Corn owed its climbing tendency 
largely to evidence that much corn 
which under ordinary circumstances 
would come here is being diverted from 
Chicago to the.west and southwest by 
higher prices obtainable in those sec- 
tions. Oklahoma was reported as bid- 
ding higher prices than Chicago today 
in central Illinois. Oats _ followed 
corn,
